The political battle between Antioch 
Mayor Robert Wilton and Police Chief

The 
complaint was filed in the U nited Slates

District Court, Northern District of 
Illinois, Eastern Division in Chicago. 

Accordinjg to Prosecuting Attorney 
Bruce Brandwein, Miller allegedly fired the 
three employees after ihey sided with 
Wilton during his election campaign in 
1989 and are seeking a multi-million 
dollar judgement as retribution. 

In addition to seeking damages for all 
legal and courts cost incurred, the three 
plaintiffs are each seeking lost wages and 



benefits, $1 million in actual damages for 
humiliation and mental distress , $1 
million in actual damages for loss of 
reputation and good name, and $3 million 
in punitive damages. 

The three charge Miller's dislike 
politically and personally for Wilton 
caused their dismissals. 

"We intend to prove Chief Miller fired 
these employees for political reasons 
only," said Brandwein, 

The complaint, filed July 2, 1992. 
states that Miller told the three 
complainants several times that they 
would be fired if Wilton were elected 
mayor in 1989. 

However, Miller has steadfastly denied 
all allegations against him. 

"Wc are denying any political motive 
and we will prove that these people were 
fired based on work related Incidents." said 
Defense Attorney Dave McAidle. 

Miller has been unable to comment on

Smith finds voters here seek change in Congress

When Sheila Smith was 12-years-old, 
she swam in the Pan American Games 
trials, held the Illinois 50-yard butterfly 
record and competed in a five-mile swim. 
Today, one might say she has continued 
her marathon. Only now instead of the 
clock, Smith is facing another opponent 
who is a veteran, Republican Congress- 
man Phillip Crane for the newly created 
8th Congressional district seat Smith's 
campaign slogan is "Ms. Smith Goes to 
Washington". 
"We were in a campaign meeting and 
my husband Ed, who is a management 
consultant, said 'Ms. Smith Goes to 
Washington' and I said, 'that has got to be 
the slogan. It has really caught on." 
; Smith was walking down a rainy down- 
town Grayslake this Tuesday noon hour, 
visiting with officials and businessmen 
alike. 
"I think given the mood of the elec- 
torate, government is vulnerable. The 
American people are tired of parties 
blaming each other. They want to see 
consUTictive action and vision for the fu- 
ture," Smith said. 

Smith was campaigning this day with 
Lake County Clerk Linda Hess, a fellow 
Democrat. "I am supporting Smith be- 
cause she is the kind of common sense 
representative we need in Washington," 
Hess said. 

The Illinois Democrats hope to cash in 
on their theme of "change" in collar 
counties. "Operation Collar Counties 92" 
has been set up by the Collar county 
Democratic Campaign Organization. 
In 1979, Smith founded FMS Ltd.. a 



management consulting firm: She was 
one of the few independent female execu- 
tives in the country specializing in merg- 
ers and acquisitions. Eleven yeai^ ago, 
she purchased Glowite Sales Ltd., which 
was about to close and terminate 100 
employees. The firm was turned around, 
becoming a profitable business with $S 
million business. 

A Palatine resident. Smith backs a bill 
called the Mandate and Community As- 
sistance Reform Act. The law, backed 
more by Republicans than Democrats, 
would give more conux)l to local decision 
makers. 

"The Federal government should provide 
a vision for the country as a whole and 
set national policy and the local agencies 
which have had to provide services with 
slim resources in the past should be able 
to determine how to use them," Smith 
said. 

Smith bristles at Republican generalities 
about Democrats. "The Republicans have 
an enormous ability to label Democrats 
as protectionists, against free trade and 
family values. What person is against 
family values," she said. 
She hit die free-trade agreement setting 
up a no-tariff zone between the United 
Slates, Mexico and Canada. 
"More importantly, you need a long- 
term policy to create new indusuy and 
educate Americans so they can work in 
those industries," Smith said. 
Smith criticized positions taken by 
Crane on regulations on cable television 
and a proposed lax to pay for the exten- 
sion of Wisconsin Central commuter 
system. 
Instead of a new lax, all approaches 



should be examined. Smith said. 

Smith, a life-long Democrat, has one 
daughter, Lisa. The 2l-ycar-old is Draining 
to become a paramedic and will enter med 
school. 

"Four of her closest friends had to take 
jobs they were not aspiring to. Lisa was 
fortunate to have a choice. But I am wor- 
ried about the legacy and security we are 
leaving behind! So many youngsters do 
not have those choices," Smith said. 

Smith is optimistic about her chances 
Nov. 3. She points to a poll this summer 



which showed 31 percent favored Smith 
over Crane, with three more percentage 
points being undecided. 

Smith recalled her first meeting with 8lh 
Congressional district voters, a concerned 
women's group in Arlington Heights. 
Since, there have have been countless 
walks in the rain, or on hot, sunny days 
in parades such as in Gumcc. 

Come Nov. 3. Smith is hoping these 
efforts will propel her to touch the wall 
in front of Crane, thus winning a two- 
year ticket to Washington, D.C.

Citizens group wants tax increase

The property taxes for Antioch 
Community High School District 117 
could go up in the near future as plans for 
a November referendum, designed to bring 
the school's finances in line, begin to take 
shape. 

The Citizens' Advisory Council, 
organized to give local citizens a chance to 
help the board shape the school's future, 
released its 242 page report on the school 
district and ttelievcs that the board must 
ask for more money from the taxpayers to 
bring the school's finances in line. 
"The committee has submitted its report 
to the school board, and action could come 
from the board in the near future," said 
ACHS Superintendent Dr. Robert Schley. 

Basically, two rcfcrcndums are proposed 
by the citizens' group to solve the 
financial and overcrowding problems that 
face ACHS. 

The flist referendum, which could end 
up on the November 10 ballot, would 
solve the present financial difflculties the 
school faces and put the school on the 
road to flnancial security. 

The fee increase could come quickly if 
the school board approves the committee's 
recommendation to increase the school's 
education fund fee $.75 per $100 of 



equalized assessed valuation, and the 
voters pass the November leferendum. 

*'The committee feels that this increase 
in revenue for the education fund would 
keep the district in the black until the year 
2000," said Schley. 

The increase, according to the report, 
would result in a $300 increase in the tax 
bill for the owner of a home valued at 
$130,000. 

Tlie need for the increase, according (o 
Schley, is due to an estimated $600,000 
deficit facing the district's educaUon fund 
this year. The educational fund pays for 
salaries, equipment, supplies and anything 
else that would be related to teaching the 
students in the c|lassroom._ , 

"The educational fund is the brunt of a 
school's finances," said Schley. 

However, this is not all of the problems 
facing ACHS for the near future. 

According to Schley, the committee 
reported that the projected enrollment of 
the high school by the turn of the century 
would be near 2,500 students. Presently, 
figures like the 500 student incoming 
freshman class support the committee's 
findings to enrollment will increase by 50 
percent by the year 2000. 

"This is the largest class of students 
ever in the history of Antioch High 
School," said Assistant Superintendent 



Tom Baba about this year's frcstiman 
class. ,: 

Schley projects this year total at ACHS 
to exceed 1,700 students, which could 
cause overcrowding problems in certain 
classes because the present ACHS 
building is only equipped to handle a 
maximum of 1,600 students. 

To solve this problem, the committee 
recommended in the report that the board 
use one of two plans to expand the present 
size of the high school. 

The first would be to revise the exisdng 
site, which would mean adding to the 
existing building and reconstruction of 
areas presently standing. The second 
would be to construct a new building on 
another site, which could be built to 
accommodate future growth. 

Both of these plans will require voter 
approval and the committee recommends a 
November 1993 referendum lo pay for the 
new or redesigned school. 

To ensure a successful referendum 
campaign, the committee recommended 
the board hire a consulUmt to handle the 
process of informing the voters about the 
rcfcrcndums. 

Olhcr items looked at by the committee 
were the need to improve the curriculum, 
better transportation of students and 
enrollment projections. 



Agency raking up boat busters

The rake, which is 10 feet wide and has 
three-foot curved prongs, is implemented 
with the agency's amphibious backhoe. 

Roy Gundclach, one of the agency's 
directors, said the project will be a boon 
to boating. 

"It's opening up easy access without 
damaging props or lower units," Gun- 
delach said. "We didn't realize the size and 
quantity of the stuff in there. 

"It's worked out real well. Because it's 
working so well, we'll rake the entire 
creek and continue on to other channels." 



Gundclach said there was some hesi- 
tancy within the agency to spend approx- 
imately $7,000 on the rake atlachmcnL 
Some members felt the rake cost too 
much and wouldn't really work. 

"It comes up with something about 
every time," Gundclach said. 

Squaw Creek was chosen as a test area 
because the agency ah-cady had a permit to 
do the work. The creek project will take 
about two weeks. 

"This will make it more accessible for 

Long Lake residents to come on to the 

Chain and It might generate more user 

fees." 

In addition, Gundclach said, the four 

marinas on Squaw Creek will benefit

ACHS approves activity fee 
increases for new school year

In an effort to bring its nearly $1 
million deficit in line, the Antioch 
Community High School Board has 
passed several fee increases and budget 
reductions for the 1992/93 school year. 

According to ACHS Business Manager 
Ken Wierschem, the Board passed the 
recommendation of Budget Committee 
Chairman Glen Moore and brought next 
year's school budget in line by more than 
$650,000. 

Fee increases for student parking 
stickers, athletic fees and for incoming and 
transfer students are just some of the 
dozen fee increases and staff budget 
reductions passed by the board at its June 
18 meeting. 

"These fee increases will help the 
budget fall more into line next year, " said 
Wierschem. "It is designed to help defray 
costs." 

Fee increases for the 1992/93 school 
year have been to $40 for driver education, 
$50 for a sUidcnt parking pennit, $40 per 
sport athletic fee with a $100 a year 



maximum, a $65 general fee increase for 
incoming freshmen and a $60 student 
transfer fee for new sophomores, juniors 
and seniors. 

Numerous budget reductions, like 
reducing maintenance overtime and 
purchase of instructional equipment are 
other measures passed by the board to help 
make ends meeL 

"For the first time, students will have 
to pay a fee to take classes like cooking or 
chemistry to help pay for the large 
amount of supplies the students use in the 
class," said Wierschem. 

Reductions will be made in School 
Board travel, athletic coaches travel, 
elimination of 8th period study hall for 
freshmen students, a 25 percent reduction 
in insuiictional equipment, an elimination 
of intramural program expenditures and 
charges for certain academic classes that 
use a large amount of supplies in the 
class. 

"The whole thing still needs to be fine 
tuned." said Wierschem. "But I think we 
will still see another $100,000 in cuts by 
the Board before next year."

Bike crackdown causes 
uproar in community

The Antioch Police Department's 
crackdown on bicycle riders around the 
downtown area is now receiving criticism 
after police allegedly had officers devoting 
entire shifts to bike enforcement. 

According to Village Board Trustee 
Larry Hanson, who serves as the board's 
public safety committee chairman, police 
officials ordered several officers to just 
patrol the downtown area for bike 
ordinance ofTendcrs. 

"We need to control the bicycle traffic 
in the downtown area, but having officers 
spend entire shifts just on this issue is out 
of Une,"said Hanson. 

The no-riding zone includes Main Street 
from Depot Street to Lake Street and on 
Lake and Orchard streets from Main to 



Hillside Avenue. "People arc supposed to 
walk their bikes through this area," said 
Watkins. 

According to Police Lt. Charles 
Watkins, the ordinance could bring a $75 
ticket and a 30-day confiscation of the 
offendci's bike if ticketed by police. 

"We're not giving any tickets yet, but if 
we get the same person twice, we will,** 
said Watkins. Watkins said more than 80 
bicyclists have received warnings so far 
and the list grows as the bike traffic in the 
downtown area Urickles to almost nothing, 

Hanson said the village board's 
ordinance was written in 1967 and the 
spirit of the law isn't being followed when 
police crackdown on lO-year-old kids.

Under the growing pressures of pollu- 
tion, noise, and urbanization, green grass 
and landscaping have beoime increas- 
ingly important to sustaining and im- 
proving the environment, and our lives.

This means that the 
average homeowner's lawn of 5,000 
square feet can supply the oxygen needs 
of eight peo|^e. 

Air purification: The leaves of grass 
plants absorb air pollutants. In a year's 
time, an acre of flourishing lawn can ab- 
sorb hundreds of pounds of common 
atmospheric pollutants such as sulfur 
dioxide and carbon dioxide— the same 
pollutants implicated in acid rain and the 
greenhouse effect, respectively. 

Soli erotlon control: Grass Is one of 
the most cost-efiTectlve ways to control 
wind and water erosion of the soil, as well 
as eliminate dust and mud problems. 
Essentially, grass controls erosion by 
trapping and holding runoff water. In the 
United States, neariy six billion tons of 
soil are washed or blown away each year, 
costing between $6 billion and $16 billion 
annually. A healthy lawn absorbs rainfall 
sbc times more effectively than a wheat 



field and four times better tiian a hay 
field. Is it any wonder that grass Is used 
alongside highways and airport runways 
to stabiUze soil, prevent dust, and control 
water runoff? Grasses bind the soil more 
effectively than any other plant 

Dust trapping: Grass slows the air and 
allows dust particles to settie on the 
leaves Eventually, rain will wash the dust 
back into the ground. Grass traps mil- 
lions of tons of dust and dirt released into 
the atmosphere in the United States ev- 
ery year. By reducing dust, we improve 
overall lung health, plus increase visibll- . :, 
ity.. 

Heat reduction: Every child luiows 
that when It's too hot to walk barefoot on 
the sidewalk, the grass is a cool and Invit- 
ing alternative. Studies have shown tiiat 
when the temperature of a sidewalk or 
street exceeds lOO^F, the grass surface 
remains at a cool 75°F. That's quite an air 
conditioning system! Compared to air 
conditioners, the front lawns on a block 
of eight houses have a combined cooling 
effect of about 70 tons of air conditionii^ 

Nolw reduction: The harshness of 
unwanted noise Is lessened by the sound- 
deadening qualities of grass. A grass-cov- 
ered slope will deflect and absorb sound. 
When combined with evergreens or de- 
ciduous trees, grass can help reduce the 
roar of traffic to a distant murmur. 

Pe«t controh Who knows what lurks in 
the tall weeds or deep woods> When 
properly mowed, residential lawns are 
unsuitable homes for pests like rodents, 
snakes, mosqidtoes, ticks, and chlggers. 
Also, by keeping weeds out. the levels of 
alleigy-causing pollens are reduced. 
Mown grass does, however, provide birds 
with easy access to earthworms and other 
food. 

Glare reductloii: Grass plants filter 
glare because they reflect light dlfitisely, 
unlike smoodi or hard surfaces like con- 
crete or snow, buildings, streets and 
sidewalks. Glare Is not only tmcomfort- 
able, but it can be hazardous for drivers 
and pilots. For these reasons, higher-cut 
grass along roadsides eliminates glare 
thereby allowing drivers to identify an 
emergency need to stop.

•Vacant 'dream field' 



The tiny village of Lakemoor, the 
mouse that roared when giant Homart 
Development Co. came knocking with a 
mega shopping mall plan for Lake- 
McHenry countyline territory near Volo, 
has been reduced to petty squeaking now 
that it appears the subsidiary of Sears, 
Roebuck and Co. is having second 
thoughts about building a 750,000 square 
foot regional retail hub. 

Lakemoor is suing Homart for more 
than $110,000 the village claims is owed 
for annexation fees. The village went to 
court when, as its attorney put it, "I can't 
get them to return my calls." 
By now, Lakemoor Mayor Ed Godt and 
his go-go board undoubtedly are getting a 
new appreciation of what it is like playing 
ball with the big boys. They just ignore 
you. In case Godt hasn't noticed. Sears 
has a lot more on its mind these days than 
building another shopping center in a 
cornfield a la a sort of "Field of Dreams" 
scenerio. 

Neighboring officials probably are 
saying, "Tsk, tsk," over the predicament 
of Lakemoor. They still are reeling from 
the shock waves created by plans to build 
a mall rivalling Hawthorn Center. In 



retaliation, Fox Lake went on an 
annexation binge to protect its flanks that 
could put the village into bankruptcy. As 
protection from growth hungry Lakemoor, 
Sunnyside voted itself out of existence by 
engulfing the historic Johnsburg 
community. Wauconda still is sorting 
out the fall-out from ovcrreaction in the 
business community to a possible 
commercial rival to the north that could 
have triggered unmanageable residential 
growth. And crossroads Volo is reacting 
with an incorporation move to blunt 
further eastward expansion of Lakemoor. 

Least understood and possibly the most 
troubling result down the line of 
Lakemoor's flirtation with greamess was 
redrawmg boundaries for sewage treaUnent 
districts. The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency even bought in on this 
one, leaving confusion and animosity in 
its wake. 

Even with Sears souring on the deal, 
Lakemoor notes that its boundaries have 
been expanded and it has zoning in pktce 
for a huge shopping center. Now all the 
village can do is wait for somebody else 
to fulflU the "Field of Dreams."

Congress and, by implication, the 
Supreme Court, are prohibited from estab- 
lishing or restricting the free exercise of 
religion. But WE, the people, including 
Congressmen, are free U) practice our reli- 
gion in any appropriate manner diciatcd by 
good taste, unrestricted by federal law and 
subject only to slate and local legislation.

Tuesday, Aug. 25 marks the tenth 
anniversary of the installation of Joseph 
Cardinal Bernardin as Archbishop of 
Chicago.

"I am running for the office of Circuit 
Court Clerk. of Lake County because I 
want to ensure that this office provides 
efficient service to the county and those 
who use the court system," Bairstow said. 
"I feel that the voters in this county 
should have a choice of the person to fill 
the office, therefore, I offer my manage- 
ment experience and knowledge of com- 
puter software systems for this end." 

A problem that surfaces often, 
Bairstow said, is a lag in the child-support 
program. He cited an example of a woman 
who said she didn't receive her money un- 
til the lOlh of. the month although the 
payment was made by her ex-husband on 
the first 

"Divorced mothers have been com- 
plaining to me about the delays in court- 
administered child-support payments," he 
said. "What happens if the family is out 
of money?" 

Bairstow said he plans to "make the 
system more efficient so that payments to 
mothers will be timely so that their chil- 
dren are not under financial stress." 

Bairstow developed his knowledge of 
on-line computer systems and human re- 
sources as director of compensation and 
benefits for the Soo Line Railroad.

That's right — 
our winner could enjoy driving a new 



line of autos famous for fiery, rear-end 
collisions. I know when people see me 
driving my car, some of them think, 
Hmph, White Trash. They may be right, 
but I like to think of it as maintaining a 
low overhead. 



To end the suspense, the Achieva cer- 
tainly met with my approval. It responds 
well in the combat zone they call traffic in 
these parts, it has a smooth ride, it gets 
good gas mileage, it looks good, it has 
plenty of room front and back and it

Achieva for a couple of weeks. I really 
didn't win the opporumity — I was in the 
right place at the right time.

Mark Scarpclli, the general 
manager at Raymond, handed mc the keys 
to a shiny, sporty Achieva S coupe. Al- 
though he seemed amiable enough, 
Scarpelli blanched when I told him I was 
color-blind — but just for red and grccn 
— and I asked, "So, what kind of top end 
can I expect out of this baby?"

The car I drove was loaded with op- 
tions, which took the average base price 
of $14,000 up to $17,000. Standard items 
included anti-lock brakes (an insurance 
credit), air-conditioning, an AM/FM cas- 
sette (the sound was great) and a rear-win- 
dow defogger. 

Just about everything had its own 
power — windows, antenna, remote locks 
and driver's scat adjustments. It had vanity 
mirrors in both sun visors, cruise-control, 
a tilt-away steering wheel and an undcr- 
thc-hood light It even had inside lights 
that came on automatically when you 
touched the outside lock and went off au- 
tomatically sometime after you left the 
car. (For the first couple of days, I always 
returned to the car thinking I'd forgotten to 
turn off the courtesy lights). 

The Achieva comes in five models: the 
S coupe and sedan, the SL coupe and 
sedan and the SC (sport coupe). The stan- 
dard engine is 16-valve, four-cylinder Quad 
4. The milcs-pcr-gallon range is mid 20's 
to low 30's. 

The high-performance sport coupe (SC 
or SCX) contains a frugal-yct-quick V6 
and five-speed transmission and comes 
with other appropriate performance accou- 
trement — like a speedometer that goes 



up to 140 mph. Like the ad campaign 
says, "This isn't your father's Oldsmo- 
bile." 

Oldsmobile is positioning the Achieva 
against two other popular compacts, the 
Toyota Camry and the Honda Accord. I've 
never driven a Camry, but I have driven an 
Accord and another car I think compares to 
the Achieva — the Mazda 626. 

Oldsmobile is trying to pull away 
from the pack by appealing to pocket- 
books and patriotism. 

During a 100,000-miIc, independent 
test comparing the Achieva, Accord and 
Camry, the Achieva was the savings 
champ. All things considered — mpg, 
other fluids added, routine wear-outs, re- 
pair costs and regularly scheduled mainte- 
nance — it cost $5,555 to operate the 
Achieva. The Camry came in at $7,140, 
while the Accord cost $7,220 to operate 
over the same 100,000 miles. That's ad- 
dressing the pocketbook. 

So, if the cars are of equal quality, 
which the road test would indicate is the 
case, why not buy a red-blooded American 
auto? Oldsmobile is celebrating its 95th 
year. 

The tnie source of a car is somewhat 
ambiguous these days, as foreign compa- 
nies boast of building cars in the U.S. and 
American companies have some of their 
components manufactured on foreign soil. 

"Oldsmobile is 100 percent Ameri- 
can." Scarpelli said. "General Motors has 
the highest number of components that 
are American-made." 

Scarpelli said a big reason Achieva's 
showing in the 100,000-milc test was the 
Quad 4 engine, which operates with less 
wear and tear to its internal parts. 

"We don't sec them for servicing," 
Scarpclli said. "That's a good indication of 
how good the product is," 

So far, Scarpclli said, response to the 
Achieva — both sales and leasing — has 
been encouraging. 

"It's been good," he said. "They've in- 
vested a lot of money in the car and pro- 
mou'ng it, and the response has been very 
favorable." 

The response to the service at Ray- 
mond also has been favorable in general. 
The dealership boasts GM's highest Cus- 
tomer Satisfaction Index (CSI) in the 
county. 

"It's our claim to fame," Scarpelli said. 
"We take car of our people." 

So, if you're in the market for a new 
car, my advice is to check out the 
Achieva. It's brand new, it stacks up well 
against the imports, it's reasonably priced, 
and the job you save in Detroit could be- 
long to one of your relatives.

A: Decorating small 
spaces calls for using a 
little ingenuity as well as 
follovidng some basic 
design principles. lust use 
furniture thats small 
scaled — a love seat 
. instead of a sofa, for 
Instance. Armless chairs 
talce up less space than 



those with arms, and any 
piece of furniture that has 
long legs rather than 
being solid to the floor 
will visually take up less 
space. (A piece with 
Chippendale or 
QueenAnne legs would 
seem less obtrusive but be 
careful that you don't 
overdo it and wind up 
with a room thats "all 
legs"). 

Remember that tables, 
desks and chairs made of 
glass look much lighter 
and less bulky than solid 
pieces. L.arge pieces of 
furniture should be 
positioned against a wall 

A coffee table Is 
unnecessary; it wastes 
space thats better left 
open. A dining room table 
that seats four, with 
additional leaves so you 
can expand your seating 
arrangement when 
company comes is 
another good Idea. 

You might consider 
using a large mirror on 
one wall. It will give a 
sense of depth to the 
room and will improve 
the light Use a light 
colored carpet and paint 
your wails the same shade 
or lighter. If you select a 
wall covering with a light 
bacl^round color and a 
vertical stripe, it will make 
the room seem taller. 

Choose window 
treatments that frame the 
vdndows, allowing all 
available light to enter the 



room for privacy, a 
pleated shade would be 
an excellent choice. 

Q: I've heard 
decorators talk about a 
room having a focal 
point. 1 have a family 
room that doesn't seem 
to have one. Can one be 
created?

A: Absolutely! If there 
is no natural focal point in 
your room, such as a 
fireplace, you can develop 
one. Consider one wall 
that has possibilities— 
usually the first wall yoi^ 
sec upon entering the 
room. You may choose to 
establish your focal point 
there. 

One option is to place 
your sofa along this wall, 
with an interesting group 
of paintings or a wail 
hanging positioned above 
it Or, you can mirror a 
wall or part of a wall to 
create a dramatic focal 
point Another possibility 
focal point is a comer, 
which can be emphasized 
by placing a chair and a 
collection of plants In 
front of an upholstered 
folding screen. 

If a focal point is not 
provided the eye tends to 
wander from place to place.

More than 68 million 
single-famllyr American 
homes are 14 years old or 
older, according to the 
Bureau of the Census. 

As these homes age, 
their owners tend to focus 
on obvious maintenance 
projects such as painting 
and maintaining or up- 
grading heating and air 
conditioning systems. But 
other, less obvious pro- 
jects, such as inspecting 
the roof, are equally im- 
portant. 

Checking the roof 
once or twice a year can 
help identify blisters, 
cracks and curls which 
can lead to more serious 
damage to the house. 
Check for symptoms 

As the first line of de- 
fense against the ele- 
ments, the roof should 
form a water tight shield 
over your home. Water 
leakage can cause major 
damage, so check the roof 
carefully from the outside 
and the inside. 



The following steps 
can evaluate the condi- 
tion of your roof. The only 
tools needed are a ladder, 
flashlight and binoculars. 
From the outside: 

•Stand back from the 
house and take a "close" 
look through your binocu- 
lars for lifted, torn or 
missing shingles. 

•Keep an eye out for 
shingles that are curled, 
blistered or shiny. 

•Take note of "bald- 
ing" shingles — those that 
are losing their protective 
coat of mineral granules. 

•Look out for 
damaged flashing — ^the 
asphalt or metal sealant 
around chimneys and . 
vent pipes and in roof 
valleys. Keep an eye out 
for cracks or gaps. 
From the Inside: 

•With a flashlight, 
check carefully for water 
stains near corners and 
under the rafters. 

•Check for interior 
leaks during or after a 



storm. Watch for water 
marks, drips or other 
signs of water infiltration. 
What to do 

If your inspection un- 
covers a leak, excessive 
curling or other signs of 
potential trouble, it's time 
to contact a roofing con- 
tractor to get a profes- 
sional opinion. 

The following tips can 
help in selecting a quali- 
fied roofing contractor 

1. If most of the homes 
in your neighborhood are 
the same age, chances are 
your neighbors have had 
roofing work done re- 
cently. Ask them for refer- 
ences. 

2. Ask the roofing con- 
tractor you call for names 
of satisfied customers you 
can contact. 

3. Get all price quotes 
in v^iting. Quotes should 
include exactly what work 
needs to be done (gutters, 
flashings, cleanup, etc). 
Get in writing the maxi- 
mum price and method

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A dreamer improviies his life 



Count)' man went from bigbusiness to show business 



"I can talk to you," Pat Carton is 
saying, "'cause Tve been yoa" 

On stage, Carton Is getting the 
cliance to do whiat everybody 
wishes they could dor Go back in 
time and tell theniselves what they 
should've done with their lives, 
now that they know what they didn't 
know then. 

"I never thought I'd come face-to-face 
with me then," Carton's character "Dad" 
says in a scene from a current Chicago 
production of "The Dreamer Examines 
His Pillow," written by "Moonstruck" 
author John Patrick Slianley. Carton's 
talking to "Tommy," a troubled young 
man who seems headed down the same 
destructive path he took. "Dad"'s dressed 
in a tuxedo as he tries to give this kindred 
soul some words of experience. But he 
just might beat the living tar out of 
Tommy. 

"If you had someone like that — some- 
one who was like the way you were before 
you were who you are now," Carton says 
vdth a knowing sneer, "we could draw a 
straight line right through us." 
Did you follow that7 
The audience member's mind does 
backflips over these sort of existential 
loops, which swirl through the play. But to 
Carton, a 36-year-old Grayslake resident, 
the scene is eerily familiar. 

You see, Carton, didn't always act out 
spectacles under spotlights for strangers. 
He might still be only a business executive 
had he not been visited, like "Tommy" 
was, by someone who made him face his 
possible future. In Carton's case, the guy 
who sat him and made him reexamine his 
life was literally himself. 

"You know that thing— if you could go 
back and visit yourself 10 years ago, when 
you were 10 years younger than you arc 
now," Carton says, "and you could go 
back and give yourself one piece of 
advlce...What would it be?" 

When Carton was 30, he was running 



down the straight-and-narrow corporate 
path, having picked up an M.B.A. in 
Marketing from DePaul and working as 
vice president for a Chicago moving firm. 

But when he went to see Chicago's 
legendary Second City improvisational- 
comcdy shows. Carton saw a side of him- 
self that was lacking. The part that wanted 
to get up on stage and cackle and drawl 
and sing like a jackalope. 

"I saw myself on the same track that a 
lot of my friends were on, getting into this 
marketing crazincss," he says. "Every time

I saw a Second City show I said, 'Man, I 
should be doing that.' And you hear a 
clock ticking. 

"When I was 30, 1 looked at myself at 
40 and said, 'You're gonna do it. You're 
going to liave to make the time, because if 
you don't do it, you're not going to be able 
to live with yourself.' " 

So Carton the businessman started 
taking comedy classes and getting acting 
parts in small theater productions in 
Chicago. Now Carton's a businessman by 
day, actor by night 

He joined the "ComedySportz" 
troupe, one of two-dozen- odd teams that 
sprung up in Chicago's recent comedy 
boom. Sportz' distinction is that improvi- 
sational skits arc presented in the context 
of an athletic competition. The audience 
chooses what improv "games" two four- 
person teams will face off in, then 
applauds to determine which team won. 

The fivc-minutc time limit of each 
"event" makes the rhythm move quickly, 
Carton says. "One minute, you're doing a 
Shakespearean Improv on what a monot- 
onous day you had; next thing, you're at 
an AM radio station singing a country- 
western song about 'Lock Your Doors, 
Honey, We're Moving to the City.' " 

Carton found new fulfillment in 
improvisational comedy, where the 



laughs are supercharged by the knowl- 
edge that the performers are flying by the 
seats of their pants. 

"Everything started to fit for me," 
Carton says. When Improv performers 
stumble onto a comic idea that seemingly 
comes out of nowhere, "You reach that 
small magic moment, that little bril-. 
liance," he says. The surprise carries the 
performers through the scene as if carried 
by a higher power. "The whole next day, 
you Just feel good. And it's not like 
Christmas, where it goes away. It stays 
with you. 

"It's like the leaves of your soul are 
turning toward the sun," Carton says. 
"Everytime I do it, I want to do more." 

It's hard to Imagine how Carton could 
do much more than he did during prepa- 
rations for "The Dreamer Examines His 
Pillow" at Cafe Voltaire on Qark Street 
For three nights a week in June and two 
nights a week in July, Carton would work 
9 to 5 at the office, walk to the theater, 
rehearse from 6 to 10, and drive back to 
Grayslake by 11. But Carton says he relish- 
es the demands of his schedule. 

"This is what other people do for 
poker nights," Carton says. "A lot of peo- 
ple I went to school with are woiking 80 
hours a weeL I'm not making the money 
they are, but I'm a lot happier, I imagine.* 

And after all. Carton believes that 
what he does behind a desk is not far 
removed from wiiat he does on a stage. 

"The kind of dealing that I do at work, 
it's all the same thing. You're just impro- 
vising your way through a sale," he says. *I 
don't see the two things as separated." 

Going even further. Carton suggests 
that the spur-of-the-moment dynamic 
that moves business is the same thing that 
makes performance success^ and makes 
life successful. 

"Improv sldlls are the same skills you 
need for a successful business brain- 
storming session— listening, agreement

Goetze conquers Kemper for second amatgpr title

She was sitting in the front row of the 
gallery, clutching her instamalic camera as 
LPGA offlcials thanked everyone from 
volunteers to finalists Vicki Goetze and 
Anntka Sorenstam in the women's 
amateur open at Kemper Lakes. 

"My son, Nick, is also a golfer on tour, 
so we try and hit tournaments which are 
close-by or within driving distance," Irene 
Goetze said. 

It was a proud moment for her as her 
daughter Vicki had just accepted the 
winning trophy. Goetze battled Sorenstam 
for 35 holes Saturday in the Hawthorn 
Woods golf course, only to sec a lead of 
three holes flicker and the two players end 
up even going into the 18th hole. 

But the Georgian, who overcame a three- 
stroke lead by Sorenstam to win the 
NCAA title, had parrcd the four-par hole. 
Sorenstam had the misfortune of having 
her approach shot go into the water, and 
took a five, giving Goetze the win. 

Goetze was playing a week after her 
grandfather had died at age 7S in Florida. 

"He was her biggest fan. He would have 
wanted her to play," Irene said. "It's been a 
spectacular year. She won the NCAA 
tournament and was on the Curtis Cup." 

Goetze won the women's amateur for the 
second time in four years. She planned on 
celebrating the title for awhile before her 
sophomore season starts SepL 21. 

She had an early start in golf. 

"She was three when she Hrst swung a 
club and won a tournament at age five. At 
age nine, she started to get more serious 
about golf," her father, Gregg, said. 

Goeize caddicd for his daughter the first 
two days of the sometimes rain and cold- 
niarrcd tourney, a welcomed assignment 

"It was interesting and enjoyable," he 
said. Asked to sum up Kemper Lakes and 
how it played to his daughters game, he 



said:"It's tho wind and the length. It's 
really wide-open and she hits it pretty 
straight," he said. 

Goetze said her long-lime foe, the two 
were playing against each other for the 
seventh time in two years, had the 
momentum headed into 18. In fact, many 
in the gallery were expecting a playoff. 

"I just wanted to go sti"aight and nanow 
and hit at the^pins like had done all day," 
Sorenstam said. 

Her tee shot was fine, hitting almost the 
same distance from the hole as Goetze's. 

She took a six iron for her second shot. 

"I did not think, about that (her 
opponent's shot). I said, 'why could this 
have happened at any other time'," 
Sorenstam said. 

Sorenstam, a native of Stockholm, will 
be turning pro in Sweden this fall instead 
of returning to University of Arizona. 

The two foes did not appear tired despite 
the week and 35 holes of golf Saturday, 
the best day weather-wise of the week. The 
two were even through the first 15 holes 
of the front 18, Goetze gained a one-hole 
lead, only to be in the same position the 
two were four hours earlier — all even, 

Goetze had a two-hole lead through six 
holes then had what was described as a 
"huge" hole at seven where the lead was 
increased to three holes. Sorenstam cut the 
lead to two holes at 12 and 14, but the 
margin was at three when the two 
approached 16. 

The putting skill disappeared for both 
players. The lead was one with two holes 
to play. 

"Eighteen was not my best hole. I was 
hoping to hit a good tee shot and two- 
putt. My fear was she would make a 
birdie," Goeize said. 

Goetze and her caddie, Mike Spencer, 
discussed club choice for the second shot 
"I had just pulled the wrong clubs at 16 
and 17," Goetze said. 



Goetze's shot landed squarely on the 
green, giving her a chance to putt for par. 

Goetze first gained the golf spotlight in 
1986. She won the U.S. Amateur, 
downing Bnmdie Burton. 

The two finalists were the only two 
amateur players to make the cut at the 
LPGA U.S. open. 

"I Uiink in 1989 I was under par more 
during match play. This year I did bcuer in 



stroke play. I'm making good putts and 
not running the tables," Goetze said. 

The next time the Goctzcs get together 
for a week of golf, there may be time to 
refelct on the week in Chicago, or maybe 
the two high school golf champsionships 
won by Nick and one won by Vicki. It 
will be Nick's turn to take center stage as 
he will be competing in (he men's amatuer 
in Murifield, Ohio. 

Vicki will be right at his side, as a caddy.

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Save the props 
now underway 

The Chain-O-Lakcs Fox 
River Waterway 
Management Agency has 
launched a plan to "save the 
props." One of the major 
problems and frustrations of 
boating on the shallow Fox 
River and Chain is hitting 
submerged objects. Damage 
to props is so common, it's 
expected. Unfortunately, all 
too often a $2,000 lower 
unit is also ruined. 

Largely through the effort 
and ingenuity of agency 
director Roy Gundelach, a 
large, 10-foot wide "rake" 
was engineered to fit the 
amphibious back hoe. It is 
able to scour the bottom, 
pulling up logs, tires and 
even appliances that have 
been wreaking havoc on 
boaters for years. 

Work has already begun 
down river and on the 
Chain. 

Priority will depend on 
need, logistics and dig 
permits from "JULIE." 
Boaters who strike 
submerged objects arc asked 
to notify the agency's 
office, 587-8540. 

The board, which met 
Aug. 14, also discussed the 
removal of 60,000 cubic 
yards of dredged material 
from Ackerman Island. 

The per-yard cost is 
expected to be near S4.63, 
according to Dr. William 
Dam, chairman of the 

agency. 

The board received three 
proposals for the dredging; 
two were accepted for 
review.

There Is a first time for ev- 
erything. Children are con- 
' stantly discovering and in- 
venting new and interesting 
tiling. Nippersink Creative 
Arts Center allows tiie 
youth of the area to channel 
their eneigies Into artistic 
avenues. 

"We support a divergent 
form of thinking," said 
Chris Gallagher, one of the 
founders of the center. "It 
is essential in our society to 
learn how to think cre- 
atively." 

Creative Arts offers 



classes from dance and 
drama to watercolor and T- 
shirt making. The classes 
are small, with as little as 
four to five kids in each 
class. Ihe sessions are six 
to eight weelcs long. 

"Not all kids are athletes," 
said Gallagher. 

"We provide kids with the 
opportunity of dabbling," 
added Nicld Nelson, fellow 
worker at die center. "Ihey 
need to get inter^ted in 
something." 

Most of the teachers are 
local artists that have come 



forward to assist the pro- 
gram. Creative Arts pays 
the teacheis because they 
feel that their expertise is 
worth it 

"We have really qualified 
people that are interested 
in sharing their talent," Gal- 
ta^cr explained. 

Not only does the Creative 
Arts Center give chances to 
the children, it provides 
classes, dances, concerts, 
and coffee houses for the 
adults of the area. 

The Creative Arts Center 
began in 1987 vt^en die lo- 



cal school cut out its art 
classes. "It was a grass 
roots response to open the 
center," said Gallagher. 

Since Its opening, news 
has spread about the artis- 
tic oudet Last spring, more 
than 60 kids registered In 
the various courses. 

"In the local schools, they 
ran buses after school to 
the center," said Gallagher. 
"It replaces plopping in 
front of the T.V. and allows 
them to spend their free 
time in a constructive way." 

For the time being, the 
Creative Aits Center Is lo- 



cated in Memorial Hall in 
Richmond. They do not 
have a permanent building 
to call tiieir own and are 
looking for a final settiing 
place. 

"The fact is," said Nelson, 
"there are a lot of social 
problems out there. We are 
showing kids a positive out- 
let for frustrations. 
Hopefiilly, we wiU make a 
difference in their fives." 

The cost of the classes ba- 
sically covers the price of 
materials and Instructional 
fees. The center attempts 
to keep it under $4 an hour.

Antique tillage has historic tale to tell 
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While visitors in 
Rlciimond go rummaging 
tlirough the antique shops 
and gazing at the stately 
Victorian mansions, their 
thoughts may easily start 
wandering to the village's 
historic settlement days. 

The first settler to come to 
tills comer of McHenry 
County was William 
Alexander McConnell. At 
the age of 26, he left his 
home in Williamsport, 



Penn. and headed west 

McConnell spent the fust 
winter of his journey in 
Jaclcson, Mich. He contin- 
ued west and on May 10, 
1837, McConnell arrived at 
a dell along Nippersink 
Creek and staked his daim. 
He returned to 
Pcrmsylvania the following 
winter to marry Elizabeth 
Bodine and via sleigh and 
wagon they traveled back to 
his claim. 



In the spring of 1838, 
McConnell built his 16- by 
18-foot log cabin. On Feb. 
3, 1639, Abraham, the first 
of McConneU's three sons, 
was bom. McConnell con- 
tinued to buy land until he 
accumulated 1,406 acres. In 
1 872, he gave each of his 
three sons a fami. 

William Alexander 
McConnell went on to be- 
come Richmond's most 
noted pidslic servant He 
served as the first postmas- 
ter and school director of 
Richmond Township, as- 
sociate county judge, 
county commissioner and 
state legislator. McConnell 
died on Oct 9, 1887. 

The village of Richmond 
was laid out by settlers 
Charles Cotting and 
Theodore Purdy in 1844. At 
that time, this village, had 
yet to be named. It was de- 
cided that a race to the top 
of the new mill would be 
held and whoever arrived 
there first would have the 
honor of naming this new 
town. 

The speed of Isaac M. 
Reed got him to the top 
firet He named the village 
Richmond after a town in 
his childhood home of 
Vermont 

The Village of Richmond 
was incorporated in 1872 
and Dr. S. Fillmore Beimett 
was elected as the first 
Village President Bennett 
was well known as a writer 



of religious hymns of which 
his most famous is " In &e 
Sweet Bye and Bye." 

On Christmas Eve in 1902, 
a fire swept through the 
\iUage destroying most of 
the downtown section and 
causing $40,000 in damage, 
a considerable amount for 
that time. After the fire, 
Richmond rebuilt, but this 
time with brick buildings^ 
Many of those buildings 
still stand in the area of 
Broadway and Route 12, 

In 1926, one of the first 
businesses, Anderson's 
Candy, moved from 
Armitage Avenue in 
Chicago to Richmond. 
Arthur Anderson brought 



one of the first air condi- 
tioners to McHenry County 
in 1933 in order to dip his 
chocolates during die 
summer months. 

Other businesses to move 
to Richmond were 
Richmond Foundry, 1947; 
Jan-Air Ina, 1949; Claude S. 
Gordon Co., 1952; John 
Steding Corp., 1957; and 
Repco Enterprises, Inc., 
1960. 

Richmond's business area 
suffered a decline during 
the sixties. This was 
thought to be due to the 
advent of the shopping 
maU or possibly construc- 
tion of alternate routes for 
travelers eimiute to 



Wisconsin. 

But it didn't take 
Richmond long to get back 
on its feet In the late '60s 
and eaiiy '70s new en- 
trepreneurs came to 
Richmond and began recy- 
cling the old downtown 
buildings. This made 
Richmond one of the first 
communities to do a revi- 
tallzation program entirely 
with private fiinds. 

Today, Richmond's 
downtown is dotted with 
antique shops and bou- 
tiques. The village has be- 
come a 

hot spot for antique 
hunters.— by CLAUDIA M. 
LENART
